not: but they have already cansed great 
excitement among the Tibetans in that 
vicinity as well as in Lhassa.”

The Mongol Prince of Alatsin and the 
first and third sons of Prince Su are ex- 
pected to leave Shanghai for Ticntsin to- 
morrow morning by the China Merchants’ 
steamer Hsinfung. H.E. Chang Tséng- 
yang, Governor-designate of Shansi, is 
also expected to go up North by the same 
steamer, which, it is stated, will carry 
also the remains of the late Taotai of 
Chinkiang, Ch’ang Héng, who being a 
Manchu will be buricd in his Banner 
Reservation near Peking. H.E. Cho Ha- 
pu, Tartar General of Chingchou, Hupch 
province, also leaves for the Yangtze to- 
morrow by one of the China Merchants’ 
steamers, while H. E. Chéng Hsiin, 
Gorernor-desi of Anhui province, 
also leaves for Peking for special audience 
in a day or two. 

Viceregal Generosity. 

A number of Hunanese merchants and 
officials, on the retired, as well-as on the 
active list, residing in Shanghai, having 
decided to build here a guildhouse worthy 
‘of their great province, approached H.E. 
Viceroy Wei Kuang-t'a0 the other day, 
while at tho Kianguan Arsenal, and ask 
HLE. to subscribe something towards the 
building fund. To their surprise and gra- 
tification H.E. at once wrote out an order 
for Tis. 60,000. This amount and the 
‘Tis. 20,000 already subscribed by the 
Shanghai Taotai, who is also a Hunanese, 
and fifteen others will enable the build- 
ing Committee to begin work at onco on 
the proposed site outside the East gate of 
the Native City. 

More Presentations to Mr. Chang. 

On Friday afternoon Mr. Chang, the 
Mixed Court magistrate, was again made 
the recipient of a number of other Té- 
chén-p'at, or “Good Government tablets,” 
the donors being members of the Chin- 
kiang Merchants’ Guild and of the Native 
Bankers’ Guild in the cosmopolitan Set- 
tlement. Boon after the presentation of 
the above another one was made of four 
large tablets, the donors this time being 
members of a much Inumbler class in life. 
Nothing less than thirty-seven poorly clad, 
humble fortune-tellers! It appears 
that a year or two ago a number of these 
fortune-tellers who, as a matter of fact, 
are needy scholars and havo to depend 
upon their pen and ink for a living, had 
stands or “pitches” in the great and ininor 
rds of the North Honan Road 
temple of the Queen of Heaven, where 
devotees, ete., having worshipped at the 
shrines, never failed to apply to theso for- 
tune-tellers either to cast their horoscopes 
or seck for advice from their oracle as to 
where to find a missing child or lost article 
of apparel. or other useful thing and 
the like. Somehow or other the police 
wished to clear the courtyards of theso 
men amongst others, as it was found that 
loafers, rowdies and gamblers also congre- 
gated in those precincts, where they 

ictimised the unwary rustic and fleeced the 

nt and unstispecting. ‘This was 
ing away the “rice” from the mouths 
of the harmless fortune-tellers with a 
vengeance, and so they appealed for aid 
to Mr. Chang, in his capacity of Mixed 
Court inagistrate. Mr. Chang, it seems, 
did something to alleviate the situation 
and “delivered from starvation” a lange 
number of these humble and needy 
followers of Confucius and the ancient 
sages, an act which has obtained 
for himself the deep gratitude of these 
poorly cludand fed scholars, who accord: 
ingly took the opport of manifest 
their gratitude and affection on Friday 
th + noted in the foreg There 
seems to be no doubt that the re 
instatement of Mr. Chang to the post 
which the majority of Chinese here th 
has been undeservedly taken. from hin, 
will be learnt with real joy by them. 


































































































The Disturbance at Lin

Death of the Dowager Marchioness 








‘Tseng. 
We regret, to have to record the 
death on Sunday at her late re 
sidence in Shanghai of the Dowager 





Marchioness Tséng. wife of the late 
Marquis Tséng, “the well-known en- 
ightened Chinese Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Court of St. James and the 
Louvre. Her late ladyship was the mo: 
ther. of the present, or third Marquis 
Tséng, who during his father’s tenure of 
office in England had made himself most 
proficient in both English and French. 
A very large company of the local and 
other high mandarins attended the sad 
ceremony of the laying of the remains of 
the Marchioness in the coffin on Monda 
afternoon, upon the conclusion of which 
cach official having poured out a libation 
to the manes of the deceased lady and 
made the usual kowtows before. th 
the company separied, 
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Sheng Kung-pao. E 

‘A native correspondent in Peking sends 
us tho following:—The restoration to 
Imperial favour of Shéng Kung-pao, as 
yout already know, was duo partly to the 
occult: influence of the all powerful sycee 
and partly to the aid of the Chief Eunuch, 
Li Lien-ying, whose morbid jealousy of 
the increasing power of Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-k‘ai_caused him to enlist himself 
on the side of Shéng Kung-pao and who- 
ever had suffered from the trenchanb 
criticisms of the rising Viceroy. This re- 
storation to the favour of the Empress 
Dowager was publicly made manifest ab 
Paoting last April at tho time of the 
arrival of the Court from Peking en route 
to the Western Imperial Mausolea. 
Shéng Kung-pao, amongst a large assem- 
Dlage of high mandarins, was waiting at 
the Paoting Railway statin to receive the 
Imperial train on its arrival from Peking. 
On account of his father’s death all 
Shéng's offical titles had to be returned 
to the Throne, hence his titles of “Kung- 
pao,” or Junior Guardian of the Heir ap- 
parent, and Vice-President of the Board 
of Works were not his to use nor could 
he lightly claim the privileges inewnbent 
thereon, that is to say, kneel in the ranks 
of the Ministers of the second grade when 
their Majesties came out of their train. 
In fact, Shéng (who has since his father's 
death last December been called “ Kung- 
pao” by courtesy only) properly speaking 
Was a mere nobody—a simple commoner. 
Ib appeared, however, that the Empress 
Dowager was on the alert and her sharp 
‘eyes roving along the long lines of officials 
waiting for her to leave the train to bend 
their knees quickly singled out Shéng 
who, more out of courtesy than right had 
been permitted to take a stand amongst 
the half-a-dozen or so Vice-Presidents of 
the Sx Boards present. Probably she 
was egged on by her chief eunuch who 
stood by her side in the railway carriage 
at any rate her action was characteris- 
tically prompt. Her Majesty immediately 
commanded that Shéng Kung-pao be per- 
mitted to stand at the head of the line of 
Vice-Presidents of Boards, although there 
wero others present much senior to 
him in term of service even if he had still 
retained his Vice-Presidency of the Board 

















of Works, which now belonged to 
another man, and this was the 
signal to the official word that 


Shéng’s former peccadilloes had been par- 
doned and his restoration to his former 
and even higher rank was a mere ques- 
tion of time. Previous to the Empress 
Dowager's command Shéng was haugh- 
tily looked down upon by the high man- 
darins present who merely tolerated hi 
because he was in charge of the railway 
traffic and had to be there “to receive or- 
ders.” But Shéng has now been restored 
to favour and he has been commanded to 
remain in Peking a few months longer, 
at least until the Manchurian matter is 
somehow settled.

Abraham, the husband of the complain- 
ant, called, said that he kept a shop in 
the Yangkingpang.

R. v, James Lixpsay. 

At the same Court James Lindsay was 
charged with creating a disturbance in the 
Customs quarters, assaulting a, coolie, 
and dama Property to the 
tent of $11.55, the property of 
I.M. Customs onthe 24th i 
heing drunk and disordey 
Road, and assaulti Constable 324, 
and damaging his tniform to tho extent 
of $1.50 on the same date while the latter 
wax on duty. 

His Worship informed prisoner that if 
he wished he could be tried by jury, as 
there were four charges against “him. 
archer: elected to be dealt’ with sum- 
Inspector Bourke, in stating the charge 
said that the prisoner first went: to the 
Customs quarters in Szechuen Road. 
Ho assaulted a coolio employed on 
tho premises, and when the latter ran 
away to the Customs Club in Boone Road, 
through fear, the accused followed hint 
and gaining ‘admission to the premises 
assaulted a small boy. Later on he as- 
saulted the policeman in Chapoo Road. 

The coolie called stated that he was em- 
ployed as_a house coolie at 18, North 
Szechuen Road. He was told by the ac- 
ensed to fetch a pair of shoes from the 
shoemaker's but could not get them. That 
evening at about 5.30 accused rang the 
bell and witness went into the room. 
Accused asked witness whether he had got 
the shoes from the shoemaker. Witness 
told him thatthe shoes were not yot finish- 
ed. Accused slapped him on the face, and 
witness ran away to 29, Boone Road, to 
tell the steward of the assault. Accused 
chased after him, but witness got into the 
building by the back door. The foreigner 
ng the bell of tho front door, and got 
10 the hose, where he assaulted a small 
boy. Accused did not assault witness in 
the Boone Road. : 

Tnspector Bourke—Did you see prisoner 
do any damage in Boone Road? 

Witness—I_ saw him damage some 
saucopans and cooking utensils, and as- 
sault the small boy. Accused was not 
sober, 
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‘The small boy was next called and tes- 
tified that he was employed in the Cus- 
toms quarters at Boone Road as_house- 
boy. The foreigner rang the bell and 
tness opened the door. ‘The foreigner 

“is the house coolic in?” Witness told 
Accused then 











said, I 
accused that he was not. 
threatened to srike him with his fist, so 


witness ran into the mess-room. Accused 
ran_after him and picking up a dinner 
knifo menaced him with that. Witness 
ran out of the mess-room, and prisoner 
throw a wino glass at him. He ran into 
the cookhouse, but accused followed him 
and smashed up three saucepans. Wit- 
ness ran out of the cook-house, and 
accused chased him out of the house 
flourishing a saueepan, A native con- 
stablo suv witness running and asked him 
what was tho matter. Acensed assaitlted 
the constable too. He struck the con- 
stablo with the saucepan. The native 
constablo asked for assistance to take 
accused to the station. He got some 
other men employed in the Customs quar- 
ters to help him. ‘The tumbler which 
cused threw at witness was broken, and 
it also broke a window. 

Li Abvyung, the next witness, stated 
that he was employed at the Customs 
quarters as a househoy. At the tine of 
the disturbance he was upstairs. He heard 
tho noise of glass being broken, and came 
down. When he got down he saw accused 
in the cook-house. Witness saw accused 
break the sancepans. He had one in his 
hand when he ran after the small boy. 
When accused went out he met a police 

‘aman, who told him not to make such a 
noise. Accused assmulted the policeman, 
who took him into custody. Witness as- 
sivted in taking ‘the prisoner to the 
station. 

Tnspector Bourke put in a bill from the 
caterer to the Customs quarters for 
$11.55, for damage done to property. 

Prisoner, questioned by his Worship, 
said (hat he was so drunk that he did not 
know anything about the matter. He 
might have done the damage, hit he did 
not remember anything about it. 

Native Constabie 324 deposed that he 
was on duty in Chapoo Road, when some- 
one called for his assist He went up 
to the spot and asked what was the mat- 
ter. i him over the

him to the station. Prisoner was very 
drunk. Ho walked to the station, but had

Prisoner said that he had not got an 
thing to say. He had been so drunk

tho campaign year is approaching, ‘are 
quite jubilant over the unusual fact that 
the Democratic party has within its ranks 
at least half-a-dozen men who are avail- 
able for the nomination, and who are 
fitted to bo trusted with the great 
responsibilities of the presidency. “The 
Now York “Times” gives the following 
hrief account of some of these prominent 
men who may possibly be put forward as 
candidates for the presidency in 1904:— 

There is Alton B. Parker, during the 
last five years Chief Justice of the Court 
of Appeals of the State of New York. He 
is, we imagine, more talked about and, 
perhaps, more generally acceptod through 
ont the’ country as the probable nominee 
than any other. Judge Parker is a 
strong man. Richard Olney, who was 
Secretary of State during Mr. Cleve- 
land's second administration, is much talk- 
ed about, especially in New England. 
Ho is a man qualified for the very highest 
































places. With such a candidate the paroy 
would command the confidence of tho 
people, ocrats believe 
that. rand ex-Senator David 


candidate. Mr. 
Hill has had the experience of a long 
public career and he is skilled in political 
Mr. Melville E. Ingalls has been 
upon as a promising possibility. 
ees were better, ppose, 
before his defeat as a candidate for Mayor 
in Cincinnati, but be is a man of parts, 
sound of mind and principle. His name 
must be left upon the list notwithstand- 
ing his defeat in Cincinnati. There is 
a candidate in the South who may yet 
ho bronzht conspicuously to the public 
attention. We mean Judge Horace H. 
Lurton, United States Cirenit Judge in 
the sixth cirenit. Judge Lurton, like 
Judge Parker, is occupied entirely with 
tha duties of the bench. He is ‘not a 
politician, but he possesses abilities and 
qualities that would win for him as a 
candidate the confidence and respect of 
voters who have not’ of late been able to 
support. Democratic candidates. There 
a candidate in the West who has con 
rapidly to the fore during the last few 
months—David R. Francis, formerly 
Governor of Missouri, Secretary of the 
Interior in President. ‘Cleveland's second 
cabinet, and much in the public eye of 
lato as the exceedingly active and suecess- 
ful President of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition at St. Louis. Judson Harmon 
of Ohio is another of Mr. Cleveland's 
cabinet officers whose name is spoken of 
when the subject of next year's nomina- 
tion is up. Mr. Harmon was Attorney 
Goneral during the second Cleveland 
administration. Finally, there is Mr. 
Cleveland himself. Tt’ is a remarkable 
fact that the name of Mr. Cleveland is 
heard now more frequently, perhaps. than 
other of those we have mentioned. 
often said that Mr. Cleveland split 
party. The reply now everywhere 
heard is that he split the Republican party 
first, and would split it again if nominat- 
ed. The opinion is expressed that he 
would be the strongest candidate the 
Democracy could name.

But 
unfortunately for the boodlers Ciren 
Attomey Folk had come into possession 
of the facts.

At a meeting of the Council held in the 
Board Room on Wednesday, the 20th of 
May, 1903, there were present: Mossrs. 
W.'G. Bayne (Chairman), A. W. Burkill, 
H. De Gray, C. Montague Ede, S. A. 
Hardoon, A. M. Marshall, 0. Mouser, C. 
W. Wrightson, and the Secretary. 

‘The usual formal business is transacted. 

Licensing of Restaurants.—Upon the 
recommendation of the Watch Committee, 
and with a view to minimising the Police 
enquiries and general inconvenience 
arising from the existing system of con- 
sidering, as they arise, the cases of many 
undesirable applicants, it is decided thas 
hereafter Restaurant Licenses shall only 
be granted quarterly, i.e., on 1st January, 
April, July and October. Applications 
will be filed for consideration en bloc by 
the Watch Committee prior to the quar- 
terly issue of licenses. 

Tuotui's Proclamation.—From a report 
dy the Captain Superintendent, of Police 
the Council learns that 8 copies of the 
following proclamation issued by the Tao- 
tai and countersigned by the Senior 
Consul, ‘have boen brought to the Central 
Station by a runner of the Mixed Court, 
to be posted by the Municipal Police in 
tho Settlement. It is decided to address 
the Senior Consul in tho matter, 
and to enquire whether the con- 
tents of this document hare been 
brought to the notice of the Consular 
Body and, in particular, whether its con- 
cluding paragraph is ondorsed by the 
Foreign Consuls. 

Translation of Proclamation issued by 

the Tavtai dated 8th May, 1998. 

On the Sth of the 4th moon, H.E. Wei, 
Viceroy of Nanking, telegraphed stating 
that he had received « Telegram from 
tho gentry and morchants of the ‘Two 
Kuang provinces residing in Shanghai 
stating that H.E. Wang, Governor of 
Kuangsi, wanted to borrow French troops 
and French money and that they beg the 
Viceroys and Governors to join together 
to protest against such action. H.E. tho 
Viceroy had telegraphed to Governor 
Wang who sent an answer by wire stating 
that the accusation of the gentry and mer- 
chants was unfounded. Tho fire of the 
rebellion had died out; even if it had 
not died out, and if troops had to be 
borrowed, he would not-do such a thing as 
to “cut off a piece of flesh to heal a 
wound.” » 

‘The gentry and merchants are hereby 
informed that efforts are being made to 
detect those who created this rumour. If 
arrested, they will be severely punished. 
Enquiries have been made and it has been 
ascertained that most, of the gentry and 
merchants, natives of the two Kuangs. 
who reside in Shanghai are reasonable and 
inoffensive people. Even in the event of 
anything extraordinary happening they 
would not believe or do anything until 
they had confirmed their information from 
reliable sources; certainly they would not 
believe such rumours. Moreover the re- 
bellion in Kuangsi_is being successfully 
suppressed; if funds for military opera- 
tions were wanted they could be obtained 
by notifying the High Authorities in 
Peking who would then order the neigh- 
houring provinces to render assistance. 

















Assistanee would certainly not be asked 
for from a Foreign Power; Gorernor 
Wang's telegram is clear on the po 
Amongst the people there must be patrio- 
tie men who recozuise this. 

It would therefore appear that certain 
persons have spread) most unfounded 
Tumours tostir up the minds of the young 
and the ignorant; who, in their turn, 
did not try to find out whether the re- 
ports were true or not but called a meet- 
ing and made speeches in public. They 
went so far as to send ti 
where. Their foolishness in listeni 
others would be langhed at by Foreigners ;

Siz,—The Captain Superintendent of 
Police has drawn the Conncil tention 
to the detrimental results frequently aris- 
ing out of the present systent of deport- 
ing prisoners sentenced at the Mixed 
Court; I have the honour to enclose copy 
of his’ report on the subject for the in- 
formation of tho Consular Body. 

In supplementation of this report and 
as an example of the results of the pre- 
sent system, the following case is instruc: 
tive. “A dangerous character 
Woo Zai-sung convicted in 
1901, of burglary from 
houses, was then sentenced 
imprisonment and deportation. 
5th ultimo, he was accord! sent with 
several other prisoners to his native place, 
Ningpo, and a special request was ad- 
dressed’ to the Mixed Court. Magistrate 
and to the Authorities at Ningpo that 
caro should there be taken to prevent his 
returning to Shanghai. In spite of these 
precautions ho was identified in the Set- 
‘lemont on the 22nd of the same month 
and is now sctving a sentence sinco 
by tho French Mixed Court for larceny 

With a view to the better protection of 
the community, I have therefore the hon- 
our to ask that t y form the 

y Ton- 
sular Body to the Chinese Authorities and 
that tho latter bo requested to make such 
arrangements as will in futuro render the 
sentence of deportation effective. At tho 
same time the Council wonld suggest, af a 
matter for the consideration of the For- 
jn Consular Assessors, that such sen- 
tence should in future only be 
serious cases and when it is a 
the public interest that incorrigible offen- 
ders or dangerous characters should not 
remain in the Settlement. It is reason- 
able to suppose that if the numbers of 
deported prisoners were considerably ro 
duced, the Chinese Authorities concerned 
might exercise over them more effective 
supervision and control. 

As regards the financial aspect of the 
question, it is evident that under exist- 
ing conditions the expenditure on depor- 
tation of prisoners is a waste of the public 
funds and that, unless some better system 
and results can be obtained, such expendi- 
ture should properly be discontinued. 
‘The Mixed Court Mavistrate is primarily 
responsible for the effective carrsing out 
of the sentence of deportation pronounced 
by his Court and the proceduro followed 
for many years by the Municipal Police 
in regard thereto is simply due to the 
failure of the Chinese Authorities to make 
any satisfactory arrangements in the 
matter.
